Law and Order Enforced Without a Struggle and Shooters Relieved of 
Their Guns in an Expeditious Manner.

ERE is a story, which, if true, will be 
of considerable interest to the readers of the 
Porice GAZETTE, who will, no doubt, re- 
member Earp. It is reprinted from the New 

York Sun of a recent date. 
Since Wyatt Earp, once famous as a gun fighter in 
Arizona and California, went up into the Klondike

An Expert Mandolinist of New York who is 
Out with a Challenge. Address the Editor. 


very little has been heard of him by the outside world. 
The last exploit that brought him into prominence was 
his decision in the Sharkey-Fitzsimmons prize fight in 
San Francisco, when he gave the fight to Sharkey on 
an alleged foul. For some years before that he had 
been quite an orderly citizen for one of his reputation 
as a gun fighter. 

From the stories that have drifted down from the 
Klondike in the last few weeks, it appears that Earp 
has resumed a favorite trick of bis, known in the West 
as shooting up thetown, He was much addicted to it 
in the old lawless days of Arizona and California. 

Earp was never & man who could easily be tamed, 
consequently a story told of his suppression a few 
weeks ago by a diminutive cockney member of the 
Canada mounted police will be interesting to some of 
his friends here. 

‘Earp drifted into Dawson several months ago full 
of a determination to get action,” said a San Francisco 
man to some of Earp’s old Western friends the other 
night. “Civilization, policemen and progress generally 
knocked out Earp’s gun fighting game in the States 
some years ago, and, like But Masterson*and a few 
other relics of the old days, he had been quite orderly 
and well behaved for some years. 

“But when he got to Dawson ne founda settlement? } 
like the places in which he made his reputation as a 
bad man many years ago. He found men carrying 
guns around in their belts and getting drunk and shoot- 
ing people who happened to displease them, and it 
gave him the fever to get back into the game in which 
he was an adept in the days gone by. 

“So Earp discarded his store clothes, got himself a 
flannel shirt, a pair of leather trousers and a sombrero, 
stuck a gun in his belt, loaded up on bad whiskéy*and 
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* fashion. 


went around the saloons and faro banks ballyragging 
everybody who would stand for his game, and taking a 
few shots at some men who resented it. There were a 
number of bad men in Dawson who were sufficiently 
awed by Earp’s reputation to stand for him, and fora 
week he had things pretty much his own way. 

“Well, the fact that Earp was hitting it up got to the 
ears of a little five-foot cockney member of the Canada 
mounted police, one of whose duties it was to see that 
Dawson behaved itself. Now, Earp didn’t know much 
about the Canada mounted police and the manner of 
men who compose it. 

“Therefore when he was interrupted in the gentle 
amusement of cleaning out a faro bank in Dawson one 
night by this little chap comfhg ap to him with a re- 
quest that be give him bis gun, he‘ opened bis mouth 
and bis eyes very wide,wore a nilghty round of oaths 
and asked the little fellow in riding boots and cap if he 
wanted to visit hades at orice or wait a few hours. 

“Earp was somewhat surprised when the little fellow 
simply smiled politely and said: 

“ *You must give me the gun or bury it, sir,’ and ex- 
tendea his hand for the weapon. 

Earp swore some more, but nct quite so eloquently, 
for all the while the little man was smiling calmly in 
his face. Finally Earp, clean flustered by the situation, 
pulled his gun from-his belt and fired it three times 
into the ceiling, whereupon the little man, still smiling 
said: 

* ‘Now, you'll have to bury it or I'll have to take it 
away from you, sir.’ 

“ ‘Take my gun’away from me!’ roared Earp. 

“ ‘Exactly,’ said the litie man. ‘Maybe you doubt 
T’ll do it, sir?’ 

“The witnesses of this colloquy didn’t know what to 
expect from Earp, but they knew what would happen 
pretty soon if Earp became defiant, because in Dawson 
people know what to expect from the Canadian 
mounted police. They knew, too, that this little cock- 
ney had squelched every bad man who had ever come 
into Dawson, and they didn’t doubt that he would at- 
tend to Earp. 

“ However, a crisis was averted by Earp’s putting his 
gun back into his belt and starting to leave the place. 
Just as he got to the door the policeman walked over 
and tapped him on the shoulder. 

” “°T beg your pardon, sir,’ he said, ‘but if you come 
out with a gun fh sight to-morrow, I shall have to take 
it away from you.’ 

“Earp turnéd purple with rage, but he had no nerve 
left when he confronted that politely smiling face. He 
roared a few oaths back at the amused crowd in the 
gambling house, and then went to the Golden Lion 
saloon, where he took a few drinks and proceeded to 
tell what he would do the next day when the cockney 
tried to take his gun. é 

“ *Why, I'll blow him full of holes,’ he said. 

** Yes,’ said a listener, ‘but when you puta hole in 
him you put a hole in the British Empire, which it will 
fill with two men. If you kill them, four will take 
their places. In the end, Earp, you will have the whole 
British army here if necessary just to put you out. 
Bethér let him alone.’ 

: next day, Earp. very sober and very thought- 
fal, appeared on the streets of Dawson in the store 
clothes he came to town with. Almost the first person 
he struck was the cockney, who had evidently been 
waiting for him, prepared to take his gun away if he 
showed it. As soon as he saw Earp he stepped up very 

politely and said: 

“ *Thank you, sir,’ and then turned on bis heel. 

“Earp hasn’t been deuce high as a bad man in Daw- 
son since that incident. Incidentally, I might say, if 
fie had elected to mix it up with the cockney, he’d be 
sleeping under an epitaph to-night; for of all the real 
tough men I ever saw, either for or against law and 
order, those Canada mounted police are the limit.”

of her title of Queen of the Clouds, says practically the 
same thing, but adds: ‘You are liable to get an awful 
bump.”’ 

The queen, when not in the clouds, is a rather 
matronly httle woman with a bright smile and the ap- 
pearance of being an excellent housekeeper. 

“As a general thing,’ she says, ‘‘there’s more in this 
business for a woman than fora man. The farmers at 
the fairs always prefer one of us todothe leap. We 
draw bigger crowds than the men, and this being so it 
is only right and proper that we should get bigger 
money, which we usually do. 

“The regular price for the leap is $10 and expenses, 
but a good woman leaper who knows her business 
won’t look at that, especially if she does something out 
of the way, like the bomb leap. 

“The bomb leap is where you and the parachute are 
in a big shell that’s attached to the balloon. When you 
decide that it’s time to cut loose, that is, when you 
think you’re up about 2,000 feet, you pull the cord that 
releases and opens the shell and lets you and the para- 
chute out. Atthe same time there is an explosion of 
some powder that is fixed on the shell and a lot of 
smoke, and after that it’s just the ordinary leap. 

“Of course, it is dangerous. I hope to quit after this 
season, but while you’re in the profession you've got to 
take your chances, just like the doctors that attend 
smallpox cases or anybody else that has a living to 
make the best way they know how. 

“But the profession ain’t what it used to be. It’s 
been cut into awful. I can recollect distinctly when the 
aeronaut who generally made the contracts with the 
picnic people would get $150 for furnishing a leap, and 
if he didn’t make the leap himself the one that did 
would get fifty, anyway. 

“Now. as I say, many’s thankful for ten and ex- 
penses. Why, there’s some in this business that will

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actually offer to supply the balloon, make the jump, 
pay their own expenses and all for a ten-dollar bill. 

“How they do it I don’t know, but I’ve heard of 
them riding into a town on a freight car. If that ain’t 
coming itlow I don’t know what is; and these ten- 
dollar men call themselves professionals, too. 

“The trouble with the business is that almost any one 
with a good grip and steady nerves can make a leap 
as well as the old-timers. There’s boys that hang 
around fair grounds that will go up for nothing if they 
get the chance, They hear the music and feel heroic, 
and it gives them a big standing in their gang, you see. 

“This is usually the way a boy gets to be a parachute 
leaper. If he lands safe the first time he’s generally 
just wild to go up again. That’s the fascination of it. 

“The aeronaut for whom I fila good many engage- 
ments says to one of his boys the other day: ‘Bill's cut 
He’s willing to go up for three 

rs.’ Henry studies a minute and then answers: 
: Bill's « lobster, but if he’s going to cut under like that 
I'll go up for one bone.’ 

“It was only a joke, of course. The boys are still 
getting their ten, but it only shows you how easy and 
cheap you can get parachute people nowadays. You'd 

»be surprised at the number that are willing to go up. 
You can find them in any town. 

,"'Ifemember that I wanted to back out pretty bad 
just before my first ascension, and when I got up into 
the airit seemed awful. Sitting on that little bar, with 


; the whole country spread out away down below and 
-nothing, between you and it but air and no way of ' 


getting down except to drop in the parachute, gives 
‘you & very queer feeling till you get used to it. 

“But the worst part is the first two or three bundred 
feet of the way down, when you just fall. You feel for 
a couple of seconds that you're entirely in the hands of 
fate. Then there is a stiff jolt and a kind of a bounce, 
which means that the ’chute has opened. After that 
you drift along with the wind and float down pretty 
easy. 

“But your troubles ain't over yet. You've still to 
make your landing. I’ve dropped into the ocean and 
into big lakes, but I always wear a life preserver when 
I’m doing a leap near water, and there is always some- 
body to come and pick meup. Idon’t mind that as 
much as getting tangled up in the top of a tree or 
being blown against a house, where the ’cbute is apt to 
do all sorts of queer things and let you drop very bard. 

“I’ve had all these experiences. Why, the very first 
time I made a leap I lit in a tree top, and the boys had 
to come up and get me down. When my feet were on 
solid ground once more I said never again for me; but 
the money was so easy, after all, tbat in a week or so 
I went up again, and I’m at it yet. 

“My bhusband’s at me all the time to quit, and I say 
I’m going to every season. But I can make more than 
he does, and I like nice things. 

“The fact is, though, that [’d a stopped very sudden 
some time ago if I wasn’t a very careful woman. I’ve 
got to see for myself before the start that everything’s 
just right, or I don’t do the leap. Not me. I’ve disap- 
pointed more than one crowd because it was getting too 
dark to see what I was about, or the balloon was leak- 
ing. or something of that kind. 

“The trouble with a good many parachute people is 
that when the crowd’s waiting they haven’t the nerve 
to tell the boss that they won’t go up. It means money 
out of pocket for him, you see, and queers him in that 
place. So the performer takes a chance and likely as 
not gets killed. 

‘Late one afternoon over in Jersey the balloon 
wouldn’t fill right, but the young fellow that was to do 
the leap said he’d go up anyway. Well, he did, but 
after he was in the air he lost his head or something, 
and cut loose at two bundred feet. 

“You should never do it under a thousand, and un- 
less you’re drifting over woods or water two thousand 
is better. The young man’s parachute didn’t have 
time to open, and that was the end of him. 

**Another boy I knew well used to come down cling- 
ing to the bar by his feet. It is such stunts as this that 
give one a reputation in the profession, but they’re 
risky. One day this boy’s chute dropped farther than 
ordinary before opening, and the extra jolt jerked his 
feet off the bar. You can imagine the rest.” 

Ata large assemblage of German merrymakers in a 
pichic park ona green New Jersey hill not long ago, 
there was @ parachute leap. Foracouple of hours be- 
fore the time advertised for the performance the 
balloon expanded, until at last it loomed up on the 
knoll as big as a bouse. 

The youth who was to make the leap sat, clad in 
gaudy tights, on the parachute bar, waiting for the 
word, and beside him was a fluffy-haired girl who was 
his bride. 

Finally there was a shout. The girl threw her arms 
around the youth’s neck and kissed him several times, 
and as the balloon rose and the bar with her husband 
on it swept out into the air she trembled visibly. The 
balloon became hardly more than a speck, and the girl 
stood motionless, gazing upward with hands clasped. 

Suddenly something shot downward, and then ex- 





panded and came more slowly, and in a moment dts. | 
appeared behind the trees of a piece of woods. But 
still the girl breathed quickly and kept ber hands 
clenched. It was not until a crowd of excited and awe- 
struck small boys appeared at the park gate, with the 
triumphant seronaut tn the van, returning like & con- 
quering hero, that the girl smiled and noticed those 
about her. 

All of which indicates that while the parachute leaper 
may grow accustomed to and forget the dangers of bis 
calling, it is no fun to be his wife.

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FIGHTING IN PRIVATE POPULAR. 


Jack Hirsch was given the decision on a foul over 
Ike Flansky in the sixth round of a fight which was 
pulled off in private on the east side of New York city 
the other night. The bout was simply brutal, no 
science being displayed by either man. Blood began 
to flow early in the contest and to the end, when 
Flansky, too badly battered to fight longer, clinched 
and refused to break at the referee’s order. A generous 
stream of gore ran down each fighter’s face. 

The contest demonstrated two things—that Hirsch was 
strong and Flansky game. The former’s bull-like 





| rushes were altogether too much for Flansky, but he 


stood his ground and tried to fight back. Flansky was 
floored at least fifteen times during the six rounds, but 
he always managed to scramble to his feet before the 
referee reached the fatal ten. 

In the sixth round Flansky was in such bad shape he 
could hardly keep on his feet. Hirsch rushed and 
Flansky fell forward into a clinch. 


He wrapped his 
arms around Hirsch and bung on for dear life. The 
referee tried to break the men, but Flansky’s grip was 
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| of the kind that won't come off, and all the referee 
could do was to stop the contest and give Hirsch the 
award. 

Flansky was a very badiy beaten man. His nose was 
broken, one eye completely closed and the other only 
peeping through swollen rims of discolored flesh. 
Hirsch was also much to the bad. 

Jack Geroon acted as referee, while ‘“‘Spike’’ Slomitz- 


wich, Charley Cohen and “Kid” Betts were the time- 
keepers.

BLACK FITZ TRIMMED. 


Bob Armstrong made short work of “Black Fitz- 
simmons” before the Scituate A. C., at Saunderstown, 
R. 1I.,0on Sept. 22 A small crowd had gathered to 
witness the bout, which was to bave been twenty 
rounds, between Steve O'Donnell, of Australia, and 

rmstrong. O'Donnell, however, presented a physi- 
clan's certificate showing he was unable to go on 
because of an injury to his leg, and the “Black Fitz- 
simmons,” his sparring partner, was substituted. The 
men shaped up in the ring much as Jeffries and Lanky 
Bob Fitzsimmons must have appeared. Armstrong 
weighed about 205 pounds and his opponent 160. 

They sparred furiously for the first ten seconds 
following the clang of the gong. Then “Black Fitz” 
led for the head, landing on Armstrong's nose. Bob 
countered lightly on the ribs. There wasa lively mix- 
up, ending in Armstrong forcing his lighter adversary 
to the ropes, where lefts and mghts on the beart and 
jaw had “Fitz” wabbly. Armstrong backed away, and 
“Black Fitz” followed, sparring for wind. 

Three seconds before the bell Armstrong landed a 
hard right on “Fitz’s”’ chin, lifung him from .the 
canvas to fall on his face, where he lay inanimate. 
Vigorous work by his seconds brought him around in 
two minutes, but Armstrong had left the ring.

In the tenth round of the fastest fight ever witnessed 
in Port Huron, Micb., recently, Referee Ed McBride, of 
Buffalo, gave Mike Ward, of Sarnia, Ont., the decision 
on a foul over Wilile Fitzgerald, of Brooklyn. 

Tt was a battle royal from start to finish. The large 
auditorium of the Port Huron Club was crowded and 
the fast bout aroused great enthbusiam. 

The men were cautious at the beginning of the fight, 
but warmed up as they felt each other out. Both were 
very evenly matched. Both men had weighed in 
under weight—138 pounds—and were in excellent con- 
dition. 

Throughout Ward showed his cleverness and the 
manner in which he got under Fitz’s blows astonished 
some of the wise ones, Fitz, however, was there with 
the goods and put up a lively article in every round. 

The foul was made as a result of the rules of the club, 
The men bad agreed to fight Marquis of Queensberry 
rules with the exception of an understanding that there 
should be no hitting in clinches. Fitz lost sight of this 
several times during the fight and was repeatedly 
warned by McBride. This continued as the fight pro- 
gressed and finally resulted in Ward getting the de- 
cision, 

Up to the fifth round it wasan even affair. As both 
men were clever, neither was badly punished and both 
were fresh at the close of the fight. 

Fitz says the best he could have hoped for was a 
draw, but is disgusted at the decision as it stands. A 
large number of Detroit sports who backed Fitz and 
lost their money are crying ‘‘Robbery.”’

O’BRIEN KNOCKED OUT HAGHEY. 


Jack O’Brien, of Philadelphia, knocked out Charles 
Haghey, of Boston, recently in the third round at New- 
castie-on-Tyne, England. One of the largest crowds 
that ever gathered at a fight In that city was at the 
ringside. 

O’Brien, who is the middle and heavyweight cham- 
pion of England, is a great favorite there and a large 
amount of money was wagered on him at big odds. 

It was his first fight since his arrival in England. 
Haghey was at no time master of the situation. He 
was in good condition, but was no match for the Phila- 
delphian. 

O’Brien has greatly improved since his last visit two 
years ago and is fully fifty per cent better and stronger. 

When the two men entered the ring O’Brien re- 
ceived an enthusiastic reception and was introduced as 
the English champion. The fight was lively from the 
start and there was plenty of action. 

Haghey was slow on his feet and failed to land any 
effective blows. O’Brien punished him severely with 
savage body blows and had the Bostonian winded be- 
fore the first round ended. 

Before the second round was. concluded it was seen 
that Haghey could not last much longer. His wind 
had left bim and he showed the punishment which 
O’Brien had handed out. 

The end came shortly after the third round began. 
After punishing his man severely O’Brien swung bis 
right to Haghey’s Jaw and the Bostonian fell like a log. 


GAME COCKS FIGHT. 


At an early hour on Sept. 19,a balf-hundred sports 
from Willimantic, New London, Norwich and neigh- 
boring towns gathered at Franklin, Conn., for @ cock- 
ing main that has long been expected to take place, 
but, owing to the vigilant watch of the police, has had 
to be repeatedly postponed.

An unknown writer on pugilism for one of 
the Hastern papers,‘in his eagerness to give a plausible 
reason for saying that John L. Sullivan was the cham- 
pion heavyweight pugilist of the world, advances the 
following misstatement of fact: 

“Joe Goss was champion of England, having ac- 
quired the title from Jem Mace, who had retired. Tom 
Allen was champion of America, having defeated Joe 
Coburn. Goss and Allen fought in this country, and 
Goss beat Allen, thereby becoming the champion of 
America, in addition to the champion of England,a 
title which he already beld. 

“At Collier’s Station, June 1, 1880, Paddy Ryan beat 
Goss for the championship of both England and 
America with bare knuckles under London prize ring 
rules. This made Ryan the champion of the world, as 
the only two countries recognized in pugilism were 
England and America. 

“Sullivan fought Ryan for the world’s championship 
at Mississippi! City in 1882. It was a bare-knuckle fight 
and Sullivan beat the delegate from Troy in nine 
rounds. And by winning this fight he won the pugi- 
listic championship of the world. 

“The only doubt that has arisen regarding John L.'s 
real title to the world championship has been relative 
to his two battles with Charlie Mitchell. This is easily 
disposed of. Mitchell never was a world’s champion. 
He did hold the somewhat precarious title of “boxing” 
champion of England. Sullivan met him in this 
country, and would certainly have whipped him to a 
frazzie had not the police interfered. In Chantilly, 
France, Mitchel) did manage to make a draw with the 
champion. But these two abortive attempts on the 
part of John L. to whip @ man who really had no 
chance with him cut no slices, reversed, or otherwise, 
from Sullfvan’s escutcheon.” 

No? Well, that is certainly a charitable view to 
take of poor old John L.’s valiant failure to annihilate 
a 156-pounder. Mitchell, ‘the man who really had no 
chance” in that Chantilly affair, had Sullivan fought 
to a standstill, and It is a matter of record that the over- 
tures to suspend hostilities and call it a draw came 
from the American cham pion’s corner. 

But that isn’t the actual point which involves the 
question of Sullivan's claim to the heavyweight cham- 
pionship of the world. The statement that “Joe Goss 
was champion of England, having acquired the title 
from Jem Mace, who bad retired,” is incorrect. Goss 
was never considered in Mace’s class any more than 
Tom Allen was Both had been beaten by “the 
Gypsy,’’ and Allen and Goss fought several times with- 
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| a week for speaking his little monologue. 


out either one being able to demonstrate his superiority | 


over the other, until the memorable battle which took 
place on American soil and which Goss won, In this 
fight the amusing spectacle was seen of two English- 
mer fighting for the title of champion of America. 
Allen, having defeated Bill Davis, Charley Gallagher 
and Mike McCoole, being the acknowledged holder of 
that title. It was for the title of champion of America 
that Goss and Allen fought on Sept. 7, 1876,on Ken- 
tucky soul, and which was won by Goas in twenty-one 
rounds on afoul. Goss next fought and was defeated 
by Paddy Ryan, of Troy, and the latter acquired the 
title of champion of America, the title which he subse- 
quently lost to John L. Sullivan, and the only title 
which the latter ever jegitimately won. 

Mace was not retired at the time Allen was defeated 
by Goss, and the statement that the latter was at any 
time the recognized champion of-the world is erroneous. 
This assertion is backed up by the fact that Mace, after 
whipping Joe Coburn, and after the Goss-Allen fight, 
made a tour of America and Australia as the acknowl- 
edged champion of the world. 

There is no record upon which to base any claim that 
Goss held or was entitled to hold the title of champion 
of the world by virtue of any retirement on Mace’s 
part, or by having won it in a legitimate battle for the 
honor. 

During Sullivan’s period as champion of America, 
Mace acknowledged bis inability to fight any more and 
the title of champion of England became void. Jem 
Smith claimed it and successfully defended it against

When the Horton 
law went out of existence in New York State closing 
the boxing clubs and limiting the earning capacity of 
the members of the fistic fraternity, many of the latter, 
untutored and unable to work, joined the *‘bums,” and 
many of them may be seen any night wandering up 
and down the Bowery, drunk and shamefully de- 
bauched; others with more ambition who had learned 
trades found employment; some without trades took 
to the prosaic task of pushing motor cars, while a few 
of the very best of them remained in the fighting 
graft and were successful—the latter could be counted 
upon one’s fingers. Among the latter was Bobby 
Dobbs, the St. Paul colored lightweight. Having 
fought on this side with considerable success, he went 
abroad during the heydey of bis career, and was treated 
80 well that he had nothing but the most kindly feel- 
ings for those who had befriended him. When the 
‘blow off’ in New York came he decided that Great 
Britain was the place for him to concentrate his en- 
deavors, and how he has succeeded in establishing a 
fine foothoid for himself is best told in his letter, which 
reads as follows:

Ruhlin Has Best of Six-Round Bout, but P

Gus Rublin and “Kid” Carter met at the Washington 
Club, Philadelphia, on Sept. 28 before a crowded house 
and furnished one of the fiercest six-round bouts ever 
witnessed in that city between big men. 

Ruhilin clearly outpointed Carter. but the latter gave 
an exhibition of gameness that won words of praise 
from everybody in the house. He fought against big 
odds, in the way of weight, from the start, and after 
the first round every round seemed to be his last, but 
he came up smiling, as they say in pugilism, as the 
bell sounded announcing the start of each round and 
stood the gaff, at times shaking up the Akron Giant 
with his sledge-ham mer body blows. 

Carter started off very auspiciously, and gave as 
much as he took in the way of punishment in the 
opening round. MRublin got to work in the second 
round and gave the Brooklyn man a bad beating, but 
he failed to end the fight within the limit, although at 


times Carter was staggering around the ring from the, 


effects of the punishment inflicted by Ruhlin. 

In the fourth round Rublin landed a swinging right 
on Carter’s jaw, and the latter fell flat on his back. He 
was all out apparently, but at the count of nine he got 
to his feet and fought fiercely during the few seconds 
remaining of the round. Ruhlin ewung wildly in the 
fifth, which is all that saved Carter. 

The final round was a series of fierce mix-ups, but 
Rublin gradually was wearing down his plucky op- 
ponent when the bell sounded announcing the end of 
the fight.
